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Free    Tuition. 

AFTER  many  years  of  discussion 
Pennsylvania  has  fallen  into 
line  with  the  other  great  States  in 
giving  tuition  free  to  prospective 
teachers  in  her  Normal  Schools.  She 
has  thus  insured  to  her  public  schools 
the  benefit  arising  from  the  year 
recently  added  to  the  Nomal  School 
course.  It  was  feared  that  the  added 
year  would  frighten  students  away 
from  the  Normal  Schools,  and  that 
those  who  should  graduate  would  be 
unwilling  to  accept  positions  in  the 
public  schools.  These  fears  have 
proved  groundless.  The  attendance 
in  the  Fall  in  all  the  Normal  Schools 
was  never  before  so  large,  and  the 
promise  to  teach  made  by  all  those 
enjoying  free  tuition  guarantees  a 
large  force  of  teachers  better  educated 
than  ever  before  for  the  public 
schools.  These  two  measures  will  for 
years  to  come  secure  to  Pennsylvania 
the  eminence  she  has  long  held  in 
having  the  best  country  schools  of  any 
state  in  the  Union. 

To  secure  this  aid  students  must  be 
at  least  17  years  old,  must  pursue 
studies  specially  fitting  them  for  their 
work,  and  must  promise  to  teach  at 
least  two  years  in  public  schools  of 
this  Commonwealth.  The  aid  is  ob- 
tained by  signing  an  application  for 
it,  and  students  who  do  so  need  pay 
nothing  whatever  for  tuition. 


Annual  Excursion  to  Washington. 

THE  attention  of  the  Alumni  is 
directed  to  the  annual  excursion 
for  which  the  school  has  arranged,  the 
party  to  go  the  last  week  of  the 
present  term.  The  excursion  wil 
leave  Indiana  on  Monday  morning 
December  16,  at  8:40  o'clock  and  will 


go  East  in  a  special  car  on  the  Main 
Line  Express,  which  leaves  Pittsburg 
at  8:00  o'clock,  and  is  due  in  Wash- 
ington at  7:15  p.  m.  The  return  will 
be  made  Friday,  December  20,  on  the 
Pittsburg  Express  which  reaches  Pitts- 
burg at  6:55  p.  m. 

The  cost  of  the  trip  will  be  $17.50. 
This  embraces  all  necessary  expenses, 
including  railroad  fare  from  Indiana 
and  return,  hotel  charges  (three  meals 
per  day,  and  lodging  at  first-class 
hotel;,  fees  of  guides  at  Capital  and 
elsewhere,  and  transportation  of  bag- 
gage between  the  hotel  and  railroad 
station.  It  also  includes  the  expenses 
of  a  trip  to  Mt.  Vernon,  Alexanderia 
and  Arlington,  with  admission  to  the 
grounds  at  each  place. 

The  excursion  will  be  open  to  all 
seniors  and  graduates  of  the  school. 
Special  friends  and  others  outside  of 
the  school  will  also  be  admitted  upon 
application.  As  a  mere  matter  of  ed- 
ucation the  trip  is  worth  many  times 
its  cost.  In  fact,  to  young  people  en- 
gaged in  educational  work,  its  value 
cannot  be  estimated. 

The  party  will  be  in  charge  of 
Prof.  R.  E.  Owens  and  Mrs.  A.  M.

Professional  Department. 


To  all  the  many  graduates  of  Indiana 
who  helped  in  times  past,  by  their 
earnest  faithfulness  to  increase  the 
efficiency  of  our  Model  School,  we 
send  cordial  greetings  and  assure  them 
they  did  not  work  in  vain.  Steadily 
the  aims  of  our  work  with  children 
have  grown  in  public  recognition,  and 
to-day  a  broader  sympathy  exists  be- 
tween parents  and  teachers.  Last 
year  more  children  attended  than  ever 
before,  and  the  present  year  bids  fair 
to  rival  that  record. 

To  no  one  thing  can  we  give  the 
credit  for  the  increased  confidence 
between  community  and  school,  but 
there  is  no  doubt  that  our  Mothers' 
Meetings  have  been  helpful.  For  four 
years  the  interest  in  them  has  grown, 
and  the  opening  session  of  this  year 
on  Friday,  Oct.  25,  was  largely  at- 
tended. 

At  that  time,  "An  Ideal  School  as 
Based  upon  Child  Study"  was  taken 
up,  and  Dr.  G.  Stanley  Hall's  article 
under  that  title  in  the  September 
Forum  was  outlined  and  discussed. 
Whatever  may  be  our  personal  opin- 
ions as  to  Dr.  Hall's  conclusions,  no 
one  will  dispute  his  basic  facts.  For 
more  than  twenty  years,  our  most 
earnest  educational  leaders  have  been 
studying  thousands  of  children,  physi- 
cally and  emotionally,  and  we  are  now 
reaping  the  benefits  of  it,  as  their 
conclusions  are  made  available.  The 
literature  upon  the  subject  is  daily  in- 
creasing, and  no  student  of  little 
children  need  any  longer  be  without 
guidance. 

The  four  periods  of  child  devel- 
opment  are    definitely     marked    and 


though  not  as  yet  thorougly  under- 
stood, are  still  the  subjects  of  scientific 
study  and  experiment.  From  three 
years  to  seven  is  the  period  of  infancy 
or  the  time  when  the  human  germ  is 
unfolding  into  childhood,  and  should 
be  largely  dependent  upon  play,  'nature 
and  stories  for  its  development.  From 
seven  to  eight  years  is  a  danger  period, 
not  yet  thoroughly  understood,  which 
needs  careful  watching  and  guarding 
from  undue  strain.  From  eight  to 
thirteen  is  the  period  of  vigor  or  a 
time  for  systematic  training,  for  the 
forming  of  habits,  and  for  inculcating 
obedience.  The  body  grows  but  little 
in  this  stage  and  can  better  resist 
fatigue  than  at  any  other  time.  Now 
is  the  time  for  muscle  training  and  for 
verbal  memory.  At  thirteen  another 
danger  period  is  entered  upon,  the 
period  of  adolescence  the  first  two 
years  of  which  are  known  as  pub- 
escence. From  thirteen  to  twenty  as 
in  the  first  seven  years  of  life,  the 
child  is  undergoing  a  season  of  prep- 
aration, a  time  of  laying  physical  and 
emotional  foundations — but  now  pre- 
paring for  manhood  or  womanhood. 
Up  to  this  time  his  interest  has  been 
entirely  in  children,  now  his  greatest 
desire  is  to  be  thought  grown  up. 

We  earnestly  advise  all  our  teachers 
to  read  Dr.  Hall's  article  in  the  Forum 
and  another  from  his  pen,  on  "The 
New  Psychology,"  in  the  October 
Number  of  Harpers'  Magazine.

Of  what 
value  is  life.  When  and  how  formed. 
How  can  they  be  controlled. 

5.  Signs  of  Abnormality — When 
to  -ee.    How  to  stop. 

6.  Training  the  Artistic  Sense. 
Value  to  the  child — What  the  teacher 
can  do.      What  parents  can  do. 

7.  Children's  Recreations — 
Character  at  different  ages.  In- 
fluence of  social  life.  Results  Re- 
sponsibility of  teachers  and  parents. 

We  would  like  to  call  attention  to 
The  Ladies'  Home  Journal,  for  this 
year,  as  being  especially  interesting 
to  teachers. 

In  another  part  of  this  paper  is  a 
reference  to  the  lecture  given  at 
Normal  by  Earnest  Seton-Thompson. 
As  he  is  to  lecture  in  several  places  in 
this  section  of  the  state,  we  would  like 
to  urge  upon  teachers  that  they  use 
their  influence  to  have  him  heard  by 
as  many  children  as  possible.  In  the 
age  when  the  rights  of  animals  are 
often  disregarded,  it  is  well  that  a 
strong  note  be  sounded  on  behalf  of 
of  kindness  and  sympathy  for  them. 
This  will  certainly  be  done  by  Mr. 
Seton-Thompson . 


University  Lectures. 

The  University  Lectures  of  this  year 
will  begin  January  7  and  will  occur 
fortnightly. 

Dr. Charles  Zenblin  of  the  University 
of  Chicago,  who  conducts  the  lectures 
has  been  twice  recalled  to  Pittsburg, 
lecturing  always  to  crowded  houses. 
His  services  are  always  in  demand  by 
private  clubs  and  our  own  alumni  de- 


scribe him  as  a  man  of  great  personal 
magnetism  and  a  fine  lecturer. 

In  this  course  of  lectures,  Prof. 
Zeublin  will  discuss  three  of  the  essen- 
tials of  human  happiness.  Health, 
Wealth  and  Sociability.  Under  the  first 
come  problems  of  sanitation,  of  town- 
life,  vital  statistics  etc.  Under  the 
second,  industrial  conditions,  owners- 
ship,  and  woman  as  an  economic 
factor.  Under  the  third,  man  and 
woman,  the  family  and  its  influence, 
the  elements  of  sociability,  etc. 

It  will  be  a  great  loss  for  any  of  our 
students  to  miss  such  an  able  and  in- 
teresting discussion  of  questions  vital 
to  each  one  of  them  and  to  any  com- 
munity. So  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  we 
will  see  the  passing  of  the  tradition 
which  allows  a  student  but  one  course 
of  these  valuable  lectures  and  that  in 
the  senior  year.  Opportunity  never 
returns. 


The  Middle  Class. 

The  opening  of  the  school  year  of 
1902  was  marked  by  the  entrance  of 
a  new  class  upon  the  rolls  of  the 
school.  Heretofore,  the  Senior  and 
Junior  classes  had  monopolized  all  the 
dignity  generally  assumed  by  older 
students,  but  with  the  advent  of  the 
"Middle"  class  a  new  factor  appeared 
upon  the  scene.  Its  organization  was 
completed  in  September  with  Orrin 
Williams,  president;  Roy  McKnight, 
vice  president;  Miss  Anna  Barr, 
treasurer  and  Miss  Florence  Hasinger, 
secretary. 

The  class-roll  is  very  short,  con- 
taining only  30  names,  but  by  the 
time  the  commencement  of  1903  rolls 
around,  it  is  expected  that  the  total 
will  have  reached  a  much  larger 
number.

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Hallowe'en. 

It  is  Emerson  who  says:  "There  is 
a  best  way  of  doing  everything,  even 
to  breaking  an  egg,"  and  we  feel  sure 
that  had  the  Alumni  of  ten  or  more 
years  ago  been  present  at  our  Hallow- 
e'en party  they  would  have  congratu- 
lated the  school  on  its  improved  meth- 
ods of  conducting  social  functions. 

We  reached  high  water  mark  for 
Washington's  Birthday  in  1901,  and

The  fact  that  costuming  was  almost 
universal,  and  both  pretty  and  pictur- 
esque, added  everything  of  the  spirit 
essential  to  success  on  such  an 
occasion. 

Amongst  the  masking  gentlemen, 
the  army  and  navy  were  well  repre- 
sented, Great  Britain  sending  both 
private  soldiers  and  officers.  King 
Arthur  in  his  coat  of  mail, hob-nobbed 
with  Hamlet,  and  a  group  of  Univer- 
sity students.  Mother  Goose  sent  Bo 
Peep  and  Little  Boy  Blue.  Red 
Riding  Hood  and  Columbia  shocked 
Priscilla  and  some  Quaker  ladies,  with 
their  gaudy  colors.  Ladies  from 
Spain,  Italy,  Holland  and  Japan  gos- 
sipped  before  Night  and  before  Dawn. 


Autumn  rested  while  Winter  frowned 
and  Spring  smiled.  A  Red  Cross 
nurse  waited  for  emergency  cases, 
keeping  an  eye  on  Charlotte  Corday, 
a  group  of  gypsies  and  a  hideous  tor- 
eador.

Vocal  Music  Department. 

The  interests  of  the  Vocal  Depart- 
ment may  possibly  be  served  by  giv- 
ing an  explanation  of  the  method 
used.  "Natural  Method" — based  up- 
on Nature's  law  of  vibrations:  first, 
correct  placing  of  breath,  with  econo- 
my in  spending  it.  Second,  correctly 
locating  the  tone  that  it  may  remain 
harmonious;  overtones  and  undertones 
centered  at  the  "sounding-board" — 
which  means  the  bony  parts  of  the 
face;  the  fraction  of  the  breath  com- 
ing from  the  lungs,  passing  the  vocal 
bands,  these  developing  the  tone 
thought.  Muscular  efforts  at  the 
throat  are  faulty,  as  the  voice  becomes 
hardened,  making  it  incapable  of  ex- 
pressing the  psychological  sentiments 
of  a  ballad  or  aria.  Until  a  voice  is 
placed  its  capacity  cannot  be  judged. 
Many  physicians  claim  that  this  meth- 
od will  restore,  strengthen  and  build 
up  the  health  while  beautifying  the 
voice.  Why  ?  First,  because  every 
movement  to  support  the  tone  is  called 
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a  tonic  movement.  Second,  good 
breathing  promotes  good  health. 
Third,  because  there  is  entire  relax- 
ation from  nerve  strain,  and  there  is 
immediate  throat  releif,  which  reacts 
beneficially  upon  the  entire  system. 
Ambitious  but  sensible  pupils  will  di- 
gest one  point  before  proceeding  to 
another,  and  by  degrees  acquire  the 
whole  physiology  ot  singing,  which 
comprises  the  mastership  and  preser- 
vation of  the  voice  for  life.

McKinley  Memorial  Service.
